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THE JUDICATURE ACT. 



It may be affinned as a fact, without the possibility of 
contradiction, that our judicial system has been completely 
revolutionized by the Judicature Act. The reform which has 
thereby been accomplished is real, and it is certainly benefi- 
cent. The blending of the Courts of Common Law and 
Chancery into one Court of universal jurisdiction in civil cases 
was, however, no new idea. It had been advocated years ago. 
In the Toronto Leader of 9th March, 1868, the following 
appears : — 

** We have several times already stated in these columns 
that in our opinion there should be one Court of universal 
jurisdiction in civil cases. It must not be supposed that 
thereby we would dispense with equity altogether. We cannot 
dispense with its principles ; we simply urge that a distinct 
Court is unnecessary for their administration. We recognize 
and advocate the adoption of the well-settled principles of the 
Court of Chancery, but we claim that they should be incor- 
porated with and form a part of the conmion law system, so 
that every right and every remedy which the suitor or the 
sued may have, shall be determined in one and the same Court, 
and in one and the same suit. We maintain that our law 
should be what the common law of Eugland would have been 
had the Judges accommodated themselves to the successive 
exigencies of the times, and, by a skilful use of the malleable 
nature of the system, given to it that retinement and polish of 
which it was more susceptible than any other body of juris- 
prudence. What we require is, not the common law of England 
or of Canada in its restricted sense, but the common law incor- 
porated with equity (more completely than it is at present), 
mitigated however in every instance by the principles of the 
latter, and thus adopted to the necessities of our time and our 
country. We require this system, compounded of the two now 
in use, uniting all their excellencies, but administered by one 
tribunal. The particular object, we think, to which public 
attention should be directed, and on which our legislators must 
decide, is, to eliminate the modus operandi by which the two 
systems should be incorporated, to ascertain the course which 
should be pursued by the Legislature and afterwards by the 
Court, in the preparation of rules of practice, to make the new 
system complete. 
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Ftoni time to time the writer of the articles in the Leader 
continued to argue in favour of fusion, and to urge for that 
legislation which should accomplish the desired change, con- 
vinced that the interests of the public and the interests of 
justice required it. After a period of nearly fourteen years 
since those articles were written, the present Attorney -General 
for Ontario achieved complete success in the passage of his 
Judicature Act, which will, without doubt, prove a great 
practical gain to the people of Ontario — will not alone be the 
means of saving much vexation, expense, and delay in litigated 
cases, but will also conduce generally to a better observance 
of justice, by adding to the speed and facility with which it 
can be thoroughly enforced. 

The changes introduced by the Judicature Act have been 
well and fully explained by the following treatises, which have 
been recently published by members of the Ontario Bar. 
(a) The Judicature Act and Rules (1881) and other Statutes 
and Orders relating to the Practice of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature for Ontario ; with notes, by Thomas 
Wardlaw Taylor, Q. C, Master-in-Ordinary for the 
Court of Chancery for Ontario, and John S. Ewart, of 
Osgoode Hall, Barrister-at-Law. 
In the preface to their work they say: — "The Ontario 
Judicature Act, while based largely upon the English Acts, 
eflfects a more complete annihilation of all distinction between 
the jurisdiction of the Courts. In England, the Chancery 
Division still retains exclusive jurisdiction over the various 
classes of actions which, under the previous practice, were 
more particularly within the category of Chancery causes ; as, 
for example, administration, mortgage and partnership actions, 
and those with reference to trusts, specific performance, rectifi- 
cation of deeds, wardship of infants &c. The Ontario Act 
abolishes all distinction, gives each Court the jurisdiction 
formerly possessed by all of the others, and recognizes as the 
only ground for the transfer of an action from one Court to 
the other, the necessity for the equalization of the business of 
the Courts, or the existence of some other action with which 
it should be connected. And as to the Rules of Law : Special 
care has been taken to remove all conflict which heretofore 
existed between the Courts in respect of legal and e(^uitable 
rights and interests. Section seventeen, after declarmg the 
law in respect of waste, merger, assignment of debts, injunc- 
tions, receivers, and other matters, to be in accordance with 
the principles acted upon by the Court of Chancery; provides 
that * generally, in all matters not hereinbefore particularly 
mentioned in which there is any conflict or variance between-, 
the Rules of Equity and the Rules of Common Law, with 
reference to the same matter, the Rules of Equity shall 
prevail.' "

(6) The Ontario Judicature Act of 1881 ; Rules of the Court, 
and Forms ; with the Orders of the Court of Appeal, 
and other Acts, Orders, and Rules relating to the 
practice in the Supreme Court of Judicature ; with 
practical notes, by James Maclennan, Q.C. 
Mr. Maclennan states in his preface that the book was 
undertaken at the suggestion of the Attorney-General for 
Ontario, under whose auspices the Act was passed, and who 
was good enough to place the notes which he had made in 
preparing the Bill for the legislature at the service of the 
editor, and who has also favoured him with valuable sugges- 
tions in the preparation of the work. 

(c) A Manual of Practice of the High Court of Justice for 
Ontario under the Ontario Judicature Act, 1881 ; with 
the additional Rules of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture for Ontario passed since the 21st August, 1881, 
and the Rules of the High Court of Justice ; by George 
Smith Holmested, Registrar of the Chancery Division. 
{d) Outline of an Action under the Ontario Judicature Act ; 
shewing at a glance the procedure under the Act and 
Rules; by Walter Barwick, M.A., Barrister-at-Law. 
It is within the scope of these remarks on the Judicature 
Act to refer to some of the principal provisions, and to glance 
at some of the changes which are particularly noticeable. 

The Courts of Appeal, Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, and 
Chancery are consolidated into one Court, called the Supreme 
Court. This Court consists of two divisions, one called "The 
High Court of Justice for Ontario," comprising the Courts of 
Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, and Chancery ; the other 
called "The Court of Appeal for Ontario," composed of the 
existing Court of Appeal. The Courts composing the High 
Court are known by the respective names of the Queen's 
Bench Division, the' Common Pleas Division, and the Chancery 
Division. 

All actions are now commenced by writ of summons issued 
out of the High Court, and each writ specifies the division of 
the High Court to which the action is assigned. 

Under the new practice, the subject of parties has become 
one of increased importance. This is in consequence of the 
additional latitude allowed in joining parties at the commence- 
ment of the action, and the greater modifications permitted 
during its progress. Referring to Order XII. Rule 89, it will 
be found that "All persons may be joined as plaintiffs in whom 
the right to any relief claimed is alleged to exist, whether 
jointly, severally, or in the tiller n at ire. These latter words are 
of a most sweeping and comprehensive character. To a certain 
extent, by the Administration of Justice Act, R. S. O. ch. 49, 
sec. 5, power was given to add third persons as parties ; but 
the Judicature Act affords a right of joining parties far in 
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excess of anythipg allowed by any previous practice ; and tHe 
intention is manifest — the object is clear — and it is, that com- 
plete justice may be done in one suit, It is important also to 
notice, in conjunction with this rule, what is enacted with 
regard to the persons who may be joined as defendants. Rule 
91 provides : That all persons may be joined as defendants 
against whom the right to any relief is alleged to exist, 
lohether jointly, severnlly, or in the alternative. The question 
arises, what enlarged powers of joining x^laintiffs are conferred 
by the word neverally ? ;ind it would seem from the authority 
of Booth V. Briitcoe (L. R. 2 Q. B. T). 496), that it enables any 
number of plaintiffs to join together and combine in the same 
action their several and distinct causes of action against a 
defendant or defendants. The judgment of Bramwell, L. J., 
in this case is well worth}*^ of a careful perusal. The same 
construction and the same reasoning must apply as to joining 
defendants. It is difficult to say how this will work in 
practice. 

Attention should also be directed to'Rule 98, which provides 
that "Where there are numerous parties having the same 
interest in one action, one or more of such parties may sue 
* * * on behalf or for the benefit of all parties so 
interested." On this rule several important decisions have 
been rendered, which are collected in Mr. Maclennan's work, 
p. 150. 

The question of parties, therefore, can be best considered 
with reference to — 

1. The absolute right which the plaintiff has at the initiation 

of the action to join parties to the suit. 

2. The absolute right which a defendant has, along with his 

defence, to join new parties to the action. 

3. The right which either party has, during the progress of 

the action, to apply to the Court for leave to add, sub- 
stitute, or strike out parties, and the power of the 
Court to grant or refuse such application. 
Probably no part of our judicial system has been so com- 
pletely changed by the Judicature Act as that which relates 
to pleading. The change has been radical, both in substance 
as well as in the form of the pleadings. In form and in sub- 
stance the new pleadings are more like the Chancery pleadings. 
The ordinary pleadings may be said practically to be three in 
number : — 

(1) The statement of claim. 

(2) The statement of defence, set-off, or counter claim. 

(3) The statement of reply. 

Old works and elaborate treatises on the subject of pleading 
are now of comparatively little value. The Act provides that 
** Every pleading shall contain, as precisely as may be, a state- 
Qient of the material facts on which the party pleading relies, 
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but not the e\'idence by which they are to be proved." It is 
to be observed then that the main object of the pleading is to 
bring before the Court in a convenient shape the materials for 
its judgment. Facts must be stated, and not merely con- 
clusions of law. The statement must not be vague, that is, 
must not be ambiguous, in the alternative, or inconsistent, or 
argumentative ; but must set forth ^-ith substantial certainty 
the facts necessary to shew the right to recover, and the aver- 
ments should be positive and direct. In short, the old and 
time-honoured rule of the Court of Chancery presents a fair 
index of what a "statement of claim" should contain. That 
rule was, **A bill in eq^uity must contain a clear and concise 
statement of the material facts of the plaintiff 's case, and must 
indicate the points and relief upon which he relies : and that 
equity, having regard to the nature of the case, the position 
of the parties, and the relief sought, looks only to the substance 
of the pleadings." 

What therefore is now required is a specific statement of 
the material facts on which the party relies as founding his 
right of action, and, as the rule provides, such statement being 
divided into paragraphs, numbered consecutively, and each 
paragraph, containing, as nearly as may be, a separate allega- 
tion. This rule sweeps away the old common law counts 
which figured in so many declarations. In those counts there 
was no specific statement of the material facts relied upon, 
and it is needless to repeat that such a pleading is now quit« 
inadmissible. 

Reference must, however, be made to rule 159, with regard 
to the service of a notice in lieu of a statement of claim. This 
is allowed by that rule, and it does not altogether comply with 
the rule as to pleading. Rule 159 provides that, * * Where the 
writ is specially endorsed and the defendant has not dispensed 
with a statement of claim, it shall be sufficient for the plaintiff 
to file a copy of the writ, with a copy of the special endorse- 
ment thereon, if not filed alrea<ly, and deliver as his statement 
of claim a notice to the effect that his claim is that which 
appears by the endorsement upon the writ, unless the Court, 
or a Jud^e, shall order him to deliver a further statement." 
Th's notice is a pleading and a subject of demurrer. 

Putting aside then this exception, it will be observed that 
every pleading must be concise ; prolixity of statement is for- 
bidden ; the material facts are to be stated, but not the 
evidence by which they are to be proved ; and so admissions 
should not be pleaded, being only evidence. Documents are 
only to be set out in such parts as are material, and their effect 
only should be pleaded, except, of course, where the precise 
words are material. Presumptions of law need not be 
averred. 

The first principle of pleading under the Judicature Act is 
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to avoid prolixity. Another rule to be observed is that the 
plaintiff in his statement of claim need not state under what 
particular form of action he is proceeding, nor in what parti- 
cular legal relation he claims to stand to the defendant. In 
support and in explanation of this rule reference may be made 
to Haniner v. Flight, 36 L. T. N. S. 127 ; 24 W. R. 346 ; and 
The Metropolitan Railway Co. v. Defries, 36 L. T. N. S. 160 ; 
in Appeal, 36 L. T. N. S. 496. 

The plaintiff too, in his statement of claim, need not and 
should not plead any facts in anticipation of and to meet the 
defence. This was a rule of pleading prior to the Judicature 
Act, and it has been settled to be the rule under the new 
system., The following authorities will help to explain it : 
Earp V. Henderson, L. R. 3 Ch. D. 264 ; Hak v. Eve, L. R. 4 
Ch. D. 341. 

STATEMENT OF DEFENCE. 

The changes, says a learned writer, made by the new prac- 
tice in the form of the statement of defence, and the character 
of the averments it must contain, are even more sweeping 
than in the case of the statement of claim. Firsb of all, as a 
matter of form, all the allegations contained in the defence 
must be arranged in numbered i:)aragraphs, as in a statement 
of claim ; and then, as a matter of substance, all general pleas 
under which the defendant might formerly have proved a 
variety of totally different defences are abolished, and every 
defence relied on must be pleaded sepanxtely and distinctly. 
This gets rid forever of the plea of not guilty, or the general 
issue as it was called ; and the learning, of which the old 
works on pleading, as BuUen and Leake, Chitty and others, 
are full, on the subject of what can be proved under the 
general issue is now quite obsolete. 

There is, however, an exception to the rule thus stated. 
Rule 146 (Maclennan, 1871) provides that "Nothing in these 
rules contained shall affect the right of any defendant to plead 
not guilty by statute ; and every defence of not guilty by 
statute shall have the same effect as a plea of not guilty by 
statute has heretofore had. But if the defendant so plead, he 
shall not plead any other defence without the leave of the 
Court or a Judge." 

The defendant, by thus pleading, denies his liability gener- 
ally, and practically he can give evidence under this plea in 
support of any defence he may have. Where this plea is 
pleaded the old rule of Trinity Term, 1856, No. 21, is 
preserved. 

Under the Judicature Act a defendant may plead together 
as many inconsistent defences as he pleases, and to do this he 
does not now need the leave of the Court. 
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COUNTER-CLAIM. 



On this subject several important questions call for con- 
sideration. When may a defendant plead a counter-claim ? 
In what form, and w^ith regard to what rules of pleading, 
should it be pleaded ? 

By Eule 127, " A defendant in an action may set off, or set 
up by way of counter-claim, against the claims of the plaintiff 
any right of claim, whether such set-off or counter-claim sound 
in damages or not. (a) Such set-off or counter-claim shall 
have the same effect as a statement of claim in a cross-action, 
so as to enable the Court to pronounce a final judgment in the 
same action both on the original and on the cross claim. 
(h) But the Court or a Judge may, on the application of the 
plaintiff befoi'e trial, if in the opinion of the Court or Judge 
such set-off or counter-claim cannot be conveniently disposed 
of in the pending action, or ought not to be allowed, refuse 
permission to the defendant to avail himself thereof. " 

These words are very general in their terms, and there can 
be no doubt that they give a defendant the right of making a 
counter-claim against the plaintiff in respect of a matter which 
has no connection with the subject-matter of the original action. 
Of course a discretion, it will be seen, is reserved to the Court 
or a Judge in this i>articular, and where it is thought that the 
original action and counter-claim cannot conveniently be tried 
together. There are several cases in which Judges have refused 
to allow counter-claims and original actions to be tried together; 
but these were all individual exercises of discretion, and must 
not be taken as infringing upon the right of a person who is 
sued in respect of a cause of action to set off against it mty 
claim which he may have against the plaintiff, although it 
arises out of an entirely different transaction. A most impor- 
tant change is made by this rule in the law relating to set-off 
and cross demands. 

But the right of the defendant is not confined merely to 
setting off claims against the plaintiff in the original action. 
He may bring in as defendant or defendants to his counter- 
claim third parties. Rule 164 provides : "Where a defendant 
by his defence sets up any counter-claim which raises ques- 
tions between himself and the plaintiff, along with any other 
person or persons, he shall add to the title of his defence a 
further title, similar to the title in a statement of claim, set- 
ting forth the names of all the persons who, if such counter- 
claim were to be enforced by cross- action, would be defendants 
to such cross action, and shall deliver his defence to such of 
them as are parties to the action within the period within 
which he is required to deliver it to the plaintiff." And by 
Rule 168 : *' Where a defendant by his statement of defence 
sets up a counter-claim, if the plaintiff, or any other peraoiiy 
named in manner aforesaid as party to such counter-claim 
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contends that the claim thereby raised ought not to be dis- 
posed of by way of counter-claim, but in an independent 
action, he may at any time within three weeks from the 
delivery of such statement of defence, apply to the Court or 
Judge for an order that such counter-claim may be excluded ; 
and the Court or a Judge may, on the hearing of such appli- 
cation, make such order as shall be just." This latfcer right, 
however, of bringing in third parties as defendants to a counter- 
claim is subject to considerable limitation. 

It has been decided that the j)laintiflf must be liable on the 
subject matter of the counter-claim. (See Harris v. Oamblef 
L. R. 6 Chy. D. 748). The case of Turner v. 77te Hednenford 
Gas Co.y L. R. 3 I'.x. D. 145, is an important decision on the 
words of the rule : " questions between defendaiH and the plain- 
tiff along with any other person or persons.^' 

Bramwell, L.J., in giving judgment, said : "Where a defen- 
dant has a good counter-claim and if he had brought a sejiarate 
action he could have recovered, I think it reasonable that he 
should be as well off as if he had been a plaintiff in a cross 
action. The words of the rule are, 'Where the defendant 
sets up a counter-claim between himself and the plaintiff along 
with any otlier person, he shall add to the title of his defence 
a further title setting forth the names of all persons who, if 
such counter claim were to be enforced by cross actit n, would 
be defendants in such cross-action.' I at first felt a little diffi 
culty as to the meaning of the words *' would be," for prima 
/acief they seem to indicate that the defendant could only 
make another person party to the counter-claim who might 
have been a defendant in an action brought by the defendant 
against him and the present plaintiff upon a joint contract ; 
but I think the true meaning is that if the defendant could 
have made the plaintiff and the third party defendants in any 
action, the counter-claim is valid." 

Brett, L.J., said : "The meaning of the rule is, if the ques- 
tions raised in the counter-claim would have formed a good 
cause of action in a cross action brought by the actual defen- 
dant against the actual plaintiff and some other person, that 
third x^rson may be made a party to the existing suit by 
counter-claim. The principle i.«, that whenever by reason of 
some legal or equitable relation between the parties, the ques- 
tion in the case between the defendant and the plaintiff, which 
is, if true, a good counter-claim against the plaintiff, may also 
be a question, between the defendant and a third person; 
although such third person could not be a party to the plain- 
tiff 's original claim, he may be joined to the existing suit by 
counter-claim. I venture to think that where the litigation 
obviously involves questions between the plaintiff and the 
defendant and other parties, we ought to give a liberal inter- 
pretation to these rules, which were no doubt framed with the 
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intention of settling in one litigation all questions arising out 
of the subject matter of the dispute." 

The rule may now be taken ns established that a counter- 
claim can only be made against a third party where the plain- 
tiff in the original action is also a defendant to the counter- 
claim and, as such, interested in its result. It would seem 
that the counter-claim must be connected with the subject of 
the original action where a third person is sued on the counter- 
claim. (See Padwick v. Scott. L. R. 2 Chy. D. 736 ; Harris 
V. Gamble, L. R. 6 Chy. 1>. 748; and other cases.) 

It is no objection to a counter-claim that in amount it 
exceeds the value of the claim in the original action. Rule 
No. 169 provides for this case : "Where in any action a set- 
off, or counter-claim, is established as a defence against the 
plaintiff's claim, the Court may, if the balance is in favour of 
the defendant, give judgment for the defendant for such 
balance, or may otherwise adjudge to the defendant such 
relief as he may be entitled to upon the merits of the case. " 

Should the claim altogethor fail, judgment would be for the 
ichole of the counter-claim ; and as to "the balance in favour 
of the defendant," these words would appear to mean, the 
balance upon the hearing of the action. (See Holfe v. McLaren, 
L. R. 3 Chy. D. 106.) 

A counter-claim is not defective though it fall short of the 
plaintiff's claim. (See Mostyn v. Wef<t Moi<hjn Co., L. R. 1 
C. P, D. 145.) In this case, Brett, J., says : "Supposing the 
counter-claim to shew a right to some damages, but that it is 
obvious that the amount of such damages would not be equal 
to the amount of the claim to which it is pleaded, would it be 
demurrable? If it is to be treated as a pet-off under the old 
system, it is clear that it would, for a pica of set-off pleaded 
to the whole of the claim alleged that the set-off was of an 
amount equal to the claim. I think, however, that the rule 
shews that a counter claim is not like a plea of set-off, for, by 
the rule, the counter-claim is to have the same effect as a 
statement of claim in a cross action. The meaning seems to be 
that, where there is a claim and counter-claim, the effect shall 
be similar to the effect under the old system where the parties 
agreed that cross actions should be tried together, and judg- 
ments having 1 een given, there should be execution only for 
the balance of one judgment over the other, except that under 
the new system the judgment is to be only for the l)alance of one 
claim over the other, if so, the counter-claim will be good if 
it shews a right to any amount of damages whatever, and no 
questirm arises as to whether the amount of the counter-claim 
equals the amount of the claim, Therefore, when there is a 
demurrer to the whole of a statement of defence, if such state- 
ment shews a good counter-claim for any amount, the 
demurrer must fail, and the statement of defence stand good, " 
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Where two or more plaintifiPs sue for a joint claim, the 
defendant may, under the present sj'stem, set up against each 
individual plaintiff separate counter-claims sounding in dama- 
ges. This point arose and was decided in Manchester and 
Sheffield Railway Co. v. Brooh% L. R. 2 Ex. D. 243. 

A question was raised as to whether a counter-claim could 
be pleaded in respect of causes of action arising after the 
issue of the writ in the original action. See Beddail v. Mait- 
land, L. R. 17 Ch. D. 174, where it was held that a counter- 
claim was an independent action, and relief might be given 
upon it in respect of a cause of action that arose ajhr the 
issue of the writ in the original action. See Ellis v. Munscn, 
36 L. T. N. S. 585. A contrary opinion seemed to be enter- 
tained by the Court of Appeal, and in fh-Ujinal Hartlepool 
Collieries' Co. v. Gibh, L. R. 5 Ch. D. 713, the Master of the 
Rolls expressed a very decided opinion that damages claimed 
by counter-claim must be limited to the date when the writ 
was issued. 

As to the form of the counter-claim. The reader is referred 
to Mr. Maclennan's work, pages 179 and 180, which affords 
most useful information on this point. 



Rule 173 provides that "A plaintiff shall deliver his reply, 
if any, within three weeks after the defence, or the last of the 
defences shall have been delivered, unless the time shall be 
extended by the Court, or a Judge;" and Rule 174, "No 
pleading subsequent to reply other than a joinder of issue, 
shall be pleaded without leave of the Couit or a Judge, and 
then upon such terms as the Court or a Judge shall think fit," 
and Rule 175, ** Subject to the last preceding Rule, every 
pleading subsequent to reply shall be delivered within four 
days after the delivery of the previous pleading, unless the 
time shall be extended by the Court or a Judge. " 

KEJOINDER, 

By Rule 174 it is provided," "No pleading subsequent to 
reply, other than a joinder of issue, shall be pleaded without 
leave of the Court or a Judge, and then upon such terms as 
the Court or Judge shall think fit." 

This is the last pleading which can be pleaded without the 
leave of the Court. Where there is no counter-claim, and 
where the plaintiff does not wish to set up new facts, the 
reply is in itself nothing more than a joinder of issue, and 
then there is no pleading subsequent to reply. But where 
there is a counter-claim, or the plaintiff has pleaded new 
facts, it is necessary for the defendant to deliver a new plead- 
ing. He may, if he pleases, join issue generally on the plain- 
tiff 's answer to his counter-claim, or on the new facta which 
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the plaintiff has pleaded to his defence, and in that case the 
pleadings are at an end. If, however, he wishes to set out 
any new facts, he must apply for the leave of the Court 
to do so, and then plead them in accordance with the rules 
already referred to, with regard to answering an opponent's 
pleadings. 

DEMURRER. 

The Rule as to demurring is Rule No. 189, *' Any party 
may demur to any pleading of the opposite party, or to any 
part of a pleading setting up a distinct cause of action, ground 
of defence, set-off, counter-claim, reply, or as the case may 
be, on the ground that the facts alleged therein do not shew 
any cause of action or ground of defence to a claim, or any 
part thereof, or set-off, or counter-claim, or reply, or as the 
case may be, to which effect can be given by the Court as 
against the party demurring." And by Rule 190, "A 
demurrer shall state specifically whether it is to the whole or 
to a part, and if to part only, to what part, of the pleading of 
the opposite party. It shall state some ground in law for the 
demurrer, but the party demurring shall not, on the argument 
of the demurrer, be limited to the ground so staSd. A 
demurrer may be in the form No. 74, in Appendix D. hereto. 
If no ground or only a frivolous ground of demurrer is stated, 
the Court or a Judge may set aside such demurrer with costs." 
By Rule 192 a defendant desiring to demur to part of a state- 
ment of claim, and to put in a defence to the other part, shall 
combine such demurrer and defence in one pleading ; and so 
in every case where a i)arty entitled to put in a further 
pleading desires to demur to part of the last pleading of the 
opposite party, he shall combine such demurrer and other 
pleading. 

CONCLUSION. 

Time and labour must be bestowed in elucidating and har- 
monizing the practice under this truly beneficial Act, which 
doubtless is susceptible of many improvements, and which 
will be suggested from time to time, by the practical working 
thereof, by skilled practitioners, and the excellent and 
thoroughly painstaking oificer under whose patient care it is 
now being moulded into essentially practical form. No man 
could have been found better suited to this task than R. G. 
Dalton, Esq., Q.C. , the present Master in Chambers. There 
is not alone an implied but positive assent on the part of the 
profession generally that his extensive legal knowledge, and 
his thorough adaptation to the practical workings of a suit, 
qualifies him far above his fellows for the position he now 
occupies ; and the profession and the public generally are to 
be congratulated that he was appointed to the position of 
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what is in fact, though not in terms, Judge of the Practice 
Court. It is to be hoped that his numerous decisions under 
the Act will be preserved by the Reporters of the Court 
charged with the duty of reporting Chamber decisions. These 
decisions will prove most useful to the profession, guiding 
present and future practitioners alike to a proper understand- 
ing of the new practice, and aiding the Attorney-General to 
amendments which must necessarily be made to correct some 
errors, and thoroughly perfect his already almost perfect

The Supreme Court, as a High Court of Appeal, con- 
st! (;u ted by Dominion Statute 38 Vict. cap. 11, assented to 8th 
April, 1875, is composed of a Chief Justice and five Puisne 
Judges, and has appellate, civil, and criminal, jurisdiction 
within and throughout the Dominion of Canada. The Judges 
feside at Ottawa where the Supreme Court holds annually 
three sessions, the first beginning on the thtfd Tuesday in 
February, the second on the first Tuesoay in May, and the 
third on the fourth Tueiday in October. 
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The Exchequer Court, presided over by the same Judges, 
possesses concurrent original jurisdiction in the Dominion in all 
cases in which it is sought to enforce any law relating to tha 
revenue, and exclusive original jurisdiction in all cases in 
which demand is made and relief sought in respect of a suit 
or action of the Court of Exchequer, on its revenue side 
against the Crown or any ofl&cer of the Crown.

All Divisions of the High Court have now concurrent juris- 
diction under the Judicature Act, 1881.

In respect to elections for the House of Commons 
of Canada, the Superior Courts, by one of their Judges . 
appointed in that behalf, are invested with special jurisdiction 
for the trial of contested elections, and appeals lie to the 
Supreme Court at Ottawa. In respect to elections for the Local 
Legislature of Ontarioj' the Judges of the Court of Appeal and 
of the Superior Courts of Law and Equity meet annually, in 
Michaelmas Term, and severally select, by a majority of votes, 
a Judge of their respective Courts to be placed on the rota for 
the trial of election petitions.

latter Courts for the trial of felony and misdemeanor, but 
treason and capital felonies are exempted from their jurisdic- 
tion. The Judge may also, in his discretion, hold additional 
sittings at such times as may be deemed expedient to expedite 
business, but only for the trial of issues of fact without a jury.

Persons committed to jail for trial, on charge of being guilty 
of any offence for which they may be tried at a Court of 
General Sessions, ?/ia//, with their own consent, and subject to 
the provisions of the Act in that behalf, be forthwith tried by 
the Judge of the County Court and General Sessions without 
a jury, and if convicted, be sentenced by the said Judge ; and 
the Judge sitting on any such trial, for all the purposes thereof, 
is constituted a Court of Record, and the record in any such 
case shall be filed among the records of the Court of General 
Sessions last mentioned. 
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The County Judges hold annually Courts of Final Revision 
of the Assessment Rolls of each municipality, being in the 
light of Courts of Appeal from the first Court of Revision held 
by the municipality ; and also Courts for the Revision of the 
Voters' lists, being equivalent to the Courts held by Revising 
Barristers in Engird. 
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These Courts, which had reference to traders only, were 
regulated by the Act known as "The Insolvent Act of 1875," 
which consolidated and assimilated the practice in Bankruptcy 
and Insolvency in the several Provinces of the Dominion. 
The County Judges in the several counties presided, and 
official assignees were nominated by the Go vemor-in- Council, 
and were officers of the Court having jurisdiction in the county 
or district for which they were appointed, and appeals lay to 
the Court of Appeal of Ontario. This statute has now been 
repealed, and the Courts and assignees are only continuing to 
wind up pending cases. 
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For the summary disposal of cases by the presiding Judge, 
being the County Judge or his Deputy, or any Barrister 
appointed to hold the same ; but a jury of five persons may be 
demanded in certain cases. Their jurisdiction extends to 
actions of debt or contract amounting to $100, and to $200 
when the amount is ascertained by the signature of the defen- 
dant, subject to an appeal to the Court of Appeal ; injuries or 
torts to personal chattels amounting to $60; and personal 
actions to that amount, if not excepted from their jurisdiction ; 
but not to actions for gambling debts, liquors drunk in a tavern, 
or notes of hand given therefor, ejectment, title to land, &c., 
or any toll, custom or franchise, will or settlement, malicious 
prosecution, libel, slander, crim. con., seduction, or breach of 
promise, or actions against a J. P. for anything done by him 
in the execution of his office, if he objects to it. Each judicial 
district is divided into Court Divisions, and Courts are held 
once in two months in each division, or oftener, at the discre- 
tion of the Judge. The divisions are established by the 
Courts of General Sessions, and in certain cases by the Judges.

By the 25th section of Revised Statutes Ont. , ch. 125, it in 
enacted that the separate personal property of a married woman 
dying intestate shall be distributed in the same proportions 
bewteen her husband and children, as the personal property of 
a husband dying intestate is to be distributed between his 
wife and children.

1st — To lineal descendants and those claiming by or under 

them, per stir pes, 
2nd— To the father. 
3rd — To the mother. 
4th — To collateral relatives. 

Subject, however, to the following rules : 

First — If the intestate leaves several descendants in the 
direct line of lineal descent, and all of equal degree of consan- 
guinity to such intestate, the inheritance will descend to such 
persons in equal parts, however remote from the intestate the 
commoji degree of consanguinity may be. 

Second — if any of the children of the intestate be living, and 
some be dead, the inheritance will descend to the children 
living and to the descendants of those who are dead, so that 
each child who shall be living shall inherit such share as would 
have descended to him if all the children of the intestate who 
shall have died, leaving issue, had been living, and so that the 
descendants of such as are dead shall inherit the share which 
their deceased parent would have received if living. 

Third — The same rule applies where descendants of the 
intestate are of unequal degrees of consanguinity. 

Fourth — If the intestate die without lineal descendants, and 
leaving a father, the inheritance wiU go to the father, unless 
the inheritance came to the intestate on the part of the mother, 
and such mother be living. If the mother be dead, the inheri- 
tance descending on her part will go to the father for life, and 
reversion to the brother and sisters of the intestate and the 
descendants of such as may be dead. If there be no brother or 
sister, or descendants of brother or sister, the inheritance will 
go to the father. 

Fifth — If the intestate die without any lineal descendants, 
and leaving no father, or leaving a father not entitled under 
the last rule, and leaving a mother and brothers and sisters, 
or descendants of a brother or sister, the inheritance will go to

the mother for life, and revert to the brothers and sisters and 
their descendants. If the intestate leave no brother or sister, 
or descendant of a brother or sister, the inheritance will go to 
the mother. 

Sixth — If no father or mother capable of inheriting under 
the preceding rules, then the inheritance will fall to the colla- 
teral relatives in equal degree in equal parts. 

Sei^nth — If intestate hav only brother or sister, or descen- 
dants of brother or sister, the inheritance will go to those 
living, and to the descendants of those who are dead equally. 

Eighth — If the intestate leave no heir entitled under the 
foregoing rules, then if the inheritance came on the part of the 
father, it will go to brothers and sisters of the father, and the 
descendants of such as may be dead. 

Ninth — If no brother or sister of father, and no descendant 
of a brother or sister of father, the inheritance will go to the 
brother or sister or descendant of brother or sister of mother. 

Tenth — Where the inheritance came on the part of the 
mother, then the same shall descend to the brothers and sisters 
and descendants of brothers and sisters of the mother. 

Eleventh — Where the inheritance came on the part of neither 
the mother nor father, the brothers and sisters, and their des- 
cendants, of father and mother shall inherit equally. 

Ttoelfth — The half-blood shall inherit equally with whole- 
blood, unless the inheritance came by descent or devise or gift 
of some one of intestate's ancestors, m which case those not of 
blood of the ancestor shall be excluded. 

Thirteenth — Failing heirs as aforesaid, the inheritance shall 
go to the next-of-kin, according to the rules of the English 
Statute of Distribution. 

Fourteenth — The posthumous child will inherit equally with 
those bom in the lifetime of intestate. 

Fifteenth — Illegitimate children cannot inherit. 

Sixteenth — If any child has been advanced by settlement or 
portion, and the same shall have been so expressed in writing 
by the intestate, or acknowledged by the child, the value of 
such advancement or portion shall be reckoned as part of the 
intestate's real and personal estate. If the advancement or 
portion be equal or superior to the amount of the share which 
such child would take, such child shall be excluded from any 
other inheritance. If unequal the difference will go to such 
child.

The Law Society was first established in 1797, by the Act 
37 Geo. III., c. 13, which enabled the then practitioners of 
the law to form themselves into a society, and make rules for 
its government. By the Act of 1822, 2 Geo. IV., c. 6, ** The 
Treasurer and Benchers of the Law Society " were formally 
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incorporated ; and under these and other statatee the Society 
has continued to be governed by a Board of Benchers, in the 
same manner as the various Law Societies of England. By 
Bevised Statutes of Ontario, c 138, the Benchers theretofore 
appointed, from time to time, by their own body, are made, 
exclusive of ex-officio members, elective by the Bar, the 
ex-officio consisting of the Attorney-General of the Dominion 
for the time being, if a member of the Bar of Ontario, and 
all members of the Bar of Ontario who have at any time held 
the o£Qce of Attorney-General of the Dominion or of Ontario, 
or of Attorney or Solicitor-General of the former Province of 
Upper Canada, and any retired Judge o{ the Superior Courts 
of Law or Equity of Ontario ; the elective, thirty in number, 
beinff chosen by the ballot, for a term of five years, by the 
members of the Bar, in manner prescribed by the Act. 
Vacancies during the term are filled by the remaining 
Benchers. On the first day of Easter Term, annually, the 
Benchers appoint one of their body to be Treasurer, who is 
also President of the Society. The Benchers sit in Convoca- 
tion every term for the call of Barristers, the admission of 
Attorneys and Solicitors to Practice, and of Students to enter 
the Society, the feespaid by whom form the revenue of the 
Society. Osgoode Hall, appropriately named after the first 
Chief Justice, is the Ontmo **Inn of Court," or headquar- 
ters of the Society, in which is provided accommodation for 
the Court of Appeal and Courts of Equity, and for the sittings 
in term of the Superior Courts ; with a valuable and extensive 
library.

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RULES. 

PASSED BV THE ' 
WITH THE APPROBATION OF THE 

JUEGES OF THE SUPERIOR COURTS, 

AS TO EXAMINATIONS FOR CALL TO THE BAR, CERTIFICATES OF 
FITNESS, &C. 



By the Benchers of the Law Society of Upper Canada in Con- 
vocation, with the approbation of the Judges of the Su- 
perior Courts, as Visitors of the said Society, it is Or- 
dained as follows : 

Examination of Candidates. 

There shall be an examination, according to the Rules and 
Regulations of this Society : 

(1) Of every Candidate for admission on the books of the 

Society as a Student-at-law. 

(2) Of every Student so admitted becoming a Candidate 

for call to the Bar. 

(3) Of every Candidate for Articled Clerk. 

(4) Of every Applicant for a certificate of fitness for an 

Attorney or Solicitor. 

The examination, for admission on the books as Students-at- 
law, and for Articled Clerk, shall be conducted by the ** Ex- 
aminer or Examiners for Matriculation," as hereinafter provid- 
ed. 

The Examination of Candidates for Call to the Bar shall be 
partly in writing, by printed or written questions, to be 
answered in writing, ana partly oral, under the supervision of 
the Examiners. 

The examination of Applicants for Certificates of Fitness 
shall be conducted in like manner, 
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A Graduate in the Faculty of arts in any University in Her 
Majesty's Dominions, empowered to grant such Degrees, shall 
be entitled to admission on the books of the Society as a 
Student-at-law, upon giving six weeks notice in accordance 
with the existing rule?, and paying the prescribed fees, and 
presenting to Convocation his Diploma or a proper Certificate ♦ 
of his having received his Degree without further examination 
by the Society. 

All other Candidates for Matricuiatiun shall give six weeks 
notice, pay the prescribed fees, and pass a satisfactory examin- 
ation in the subjects and books set forth in the curriculum 
adopted by Convocation for tlie time being. 

A Student of any University in this T^roxince, who shall 
present a Certificate of having passed within four years of his 
apj)lication, an examination in the subjects prescribed in the 
curriculum for the time being, shall be entitled to admission 
as a Student-at-law, or to be passed for an Articled Clerk, (as 
the case may be,) on giving the prescribed notice and paying 
the prescribed fee, without any further examination by the 
Society. 

Rules as to Examination of Candidates for Sttulent-at-LatVy and 
for Articled Clerk. 

Notice of the intention of any person to apply for admission 
as a Student-at-law, or for examination for an Articled Clerk 
signed by a Bencher, and containing the name, addition, and 
family residence of the Candidate, must be delivered to the 
Secretary of the Society, i.t his oflSce in Osgoode Hall, at least 
six weeks before the Term in which he seeks admission. 

The fees payable shall be as follows : With notice of in- 
tention to apply for examination, one dollar ; On presentation 
for Examination for Student-at-law, fifty dollars, and for 
Articled Clerk, forty dollars. 

On failure to pass the examination, ten dollars of each ex- 
amination fee shall be retained, and the rest paid back. 

Term of service under Articles shall be effectual only from 
the date of passing Examination. 

No one who has been admitted as a Student-at-law shall be 
required to pass a Preliminary Examination for an Articled 
Clerk. 

The Examinations shall be partly in writing and partly 
oral, and shall be conducted in Osgoode Hall, by the ** Ex- 
aminer or Examiners for Matriculation," (who shall be appoint- 
ed by the Benchers each Term for the succeedmg Term,) in 
presence of the Examining Committee, or any two of them ; 
and shall be commenced on Tuesday in the second week next 
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before each Term, at ten o'clock, A. M. ; and the same may 
be adjourned in such manner as may be found convenient. 

In the event of no appointment of Examiner or Examiners 
being made by the Benchers during any Term, the Treasurer 
shall appoint an Examiner or Examiners for the next ensuing 
Examinations. 

Notice of the day on which the Applicants are respectively 
required to attend for the purpose of being examined, shall, 
by the Secretary, be transmitted to them by post as soon as 
may be after each Term. 

In case no such notice be received, attendance is to be given 
on the Tuesday above appointed for entering upon the Exam- 
inations. 

No person shall be admitted as a Student-at-law or be pass- 
ed for Articled Clerk who is not of the full age of sixteen 
years. 

The Candidate must be presented to the Examining Com- 
mittee by an instrument in writing, signed by a Barrister of 
the Ontario Bar, in a form approved of by the Society. 

The Secretary shall, as soon as all the notices have been re- 
ceived, make out two lists containing the names, additions, 
and family residence of all the Candidates, for admission on 
behalf of whom notices of presentation have been regularly 
given, and shall afl&x one of such lists in a conspicuous place in 
his office, and the other in the Convocation Chamber. 

It shall be the duty of the Examiner or Examiners to pre- 
pare Papers on the subjects prescribed in the cuiTiculum for 
the time being. Such papers shall be printed for use in the 
Examinations. 

Candidates shall also be examined orally in the presence of 
the Examining Committee in Latin, and in such other of the 
above mentioned subjects as the Examining Committee may 
think proper, or the Examiners recommend. 

Primary Examinations Committee, 

The Legal Education Committee shall superintend as well 
the examinations of Candidates for Admission as Students-at- 
law, as the examinations of Candidates for Articled Clerks. 

Three of the said Committee shall be a quorum for the 
transaction of any business. 

The said Committee, in concert with the ** Examiner or Ex- 
aminers for Matriculation," are hereby entrusted with the 
power aud duty of superintending the Primary Examinations, 
and of arranging and settling the details thereof, in all re- 
spects not provided for by the Rules or Standing Orders of 
Convocation. The majority of the Examining Committee fuid 
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the Examiner or Examiners shall determine upon the suffi- 
ciency of the examination of every Candidate, and in case of 
an equality of votes of the Committee and Examiner the Can- 
didate shaJl be rejected. 

Classification. 

Graduates and Matriculants of Universities respectively 
shall be classed according to their rank, if Graduates or Matri- 
culants in the same University ; or according to the dates of 
their diplomas or degrees or certificates, if Graduates or 
Matriculants of different Universities. 

Candidates passed in the other class shall be classed accord- 
ing to their merits. 

PetitioUy Pi'esentation^ and Deposit of Fees. 

Every Candidate for admission shall, some convenient time 
previous to the examination day or the day on which he is to 
be examined, report himself to and deposit with the Sub- 
Treasurer, at Osgoode Hall, his presentation and the amount 
of fees payable on admission, together with his petition for 
admission, and every Candidate for examination for Articled 
Clerk only shall do the like ; his forms of presentation and pe- 
tition, however, are to be varied to suit his case. 

Report of the Committee. 

The Committee, by a Report signed by the Chairmam, shall, 
on the first day of the Term next after any Examination had, 
report to the Convocation the result of such Examination, 
specifying (when several have been examined) the names of 
those who have passed, and those (if any) who have been re- 
jected, stating in what branch they were found defficient, and 
specifying also the order in which those passed have been 
classed according to the decision of the Committee, except as 
hereinbefore mentioned ; and such report shall, as respects each 
such Examination, be final, and no objection to the admission 
of any Candidate so passed shall be raised in Convocation on 
the ground of his education being deficient. 

The first Monday of each Term shall }>e taken to be the ad- 
mission day of the Students-at-Law who have been examined 
and reported as passed by the Examining Committee in any 
term although the report may not have been presented to 
Convocation upon the first day of the Term. 

Intermediate Examinations, 

Every Articled Clerk presenting himself for Examination 
in any Term, under the Act respecting Attorneys at Law 
(Revised Statutes of Ontario, chap. 140, sec. 6,) shall, on or be- 
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fore the day of Examination, file with the Secretary of the 
Law Society a certificate signed by such Clerk, stating the 
date of his articles of Clerkship, and of the filing thereof, the 
name of the Attorney to whom he was articled, the number 
of assignments, if any, and the 3'^ear of his service at the time 
of signing such certificate, and if he is a graduate of any Uni- 
versity, stating the same. The particulars of such certificate 
shall be entered in a book for that pui'pose, to be kept by the 
Secretary ; and no certificate shall bo received or filed without 
the payment of one dollar to the Secretary. 

(1.) From and after Michaelm IS Term, 18S0, the interme- 
diate examinations shall take pl.ice during the week next be- 
fore the beginning of each term, the first intermediate shall 
take place on the Tuesday and Wednesday, and the second- 
intermediate on the Thursday and Friday. 

(2.) The Candidates for the first intermediate shall present 
themselves tor examination at 9 o'clock, A. M., on the Tues- 
day, and candidates for the second intermediate shall present 
themselves for examination at 9 o'clock, A. M., cm the Thurs- 
day of the week next before each Term. 

(3.) The Examinations shall be held in the Examination 
Hall. 

(4. ) There shall be a paper of questions prepared by each of 
the four Examiners for each of the two intermediate examin- 
ations. 

(5.) There shall be a recess of one hour in each intermediate 
examination, each examination to begin at 9.30, A. M., and 
continue until 1 o'clock- then recess — and beginning again at 
2 P. M , and ending at 5.30, P. M. ,two papers to be given out, 
a nd answera taken up in the morning sesson, and two in the 
afternoon session. 

(6. ) All four Examiners shall be present, and enter on the 
business of the examinations not later than 9. 30 A. M. , on 
each of the said four days, and shall be present, two in each 
room, during the whole of the examinations. 

After each Examination is completed, the Examiners shall 
report and certify to Convocation the names of those examin- 
ed, and whether they have or have not passed such Examin- 
tion ; and in accordance with such report and certificate, 
after adoption by Convocation, the Secretary shall enter 
against the name of each in the book aforesaid, ** Passed," or 
**Not Passed," with the date of such certificate and when 
passed, shall give him a certificate to that effect if required. 

On the Final Examination for Certificate of Fitness the 
Secretary shall certify whether the candidate has passed the 
Preliminary and Intermediate Examinations, and the date of 
such passing. And any Articled Clerk being also a Student- 
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at-law, who, as such Student-at-Law, has passed the Inter- 
mediate Examinations required by the next rule during his 
studentship, shall be allowed such Examinations as Examin- 
ations passed under the Statute, without further Examinations, 
on a certificate to that eflFect, by the Secretary of the Law 
Society. 

Students-at-Law. 

Every Student of the Laws entered as such on the books of 
the Law Society, shall be required to pass two Examijiations 
before the Final Examination for Call to the Bar. The first 
of such Examinations in the third year after he has been so 
entered on the said books, and the second of such Examin- 
ations in the fourth year after he has been so entered, unless 
he be a Student of any University entitling him to call in 
three years from the date of his admission, and in such case 
the first of such Examinations shall be in his second year, and 
the third within the first six months of his third year. 

Any Student being an Articled Clerk, who, as such Articled 
Clerk, has passed the Examinations required by the Statute 
during his Clerkship, shall be allowed such Examinations as 
Examinations passed, without further Examination or certifi- 
cate to that effect by the Secretary of the Law Society. 

Every Student-at-Law shall, on or before the day on which 
he goes up for Examination, file with the Secretary of the Law 
Society a certificate signed by him, stating the date when he 
was admitted on the Books of the Society, and if an Articled 
Clerk who has passed either or both of the Preliminary Exam- 
inations required by the Statute, stating the date or dates 
when such Examination or Examinations was or M^ere passed, 
and the Secretary shall enter the said particulars in a book to 
be kept by him for such purpose, and shall enter in such book 
against the name of such student, ** Passed," or "Not Pass- 
ed," as the case may be ; and no cei-tificate shall be received 
or filed without the payment of one dollar to the Secretary, 
unless already paid. 

|]very Student-at-law who has passed the said Examination 
shall be entitled to receive a certificate from the Secretary to 
that effect. 

Convocation shall have power to alter the time of Examin- 
ation in any case for special cause. 

On the Final Examination for Call to the Bar, the Secretary 
shall certify whether the student presenting himself for such 
call has passed the Preliminary and Intermediate Exainin- 
ations, with the dates thereof. 
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The subjects and books for the Intermediate Examination 
shall be those mentioned in the Law Curriculum. 

Candidates for Final Examination are subject to Examin- 
ation on the subjects of the Intermediate Examinations. 

ScJiolar ships. 

In each Term the Candidates who obtain at least three- 
fourths of the marks obtainable on the papers at either of the 
Intermediate Examinations, and at least one- third of the 
marks obtainable on the paper on each subject, shall be entit- 
led to present themselves on the following day for a further 
written examination for honors on the same subjects, embrac- 
ing the same number of questions, with the same aggregate 
value of marks obtainable in each subject. 

The Candidates obtaining at least three-fourths of the aggre- 
gate marks obtainable on the papers in both the Pass and 
Honor Examinations, and at least one-half of the aggregate 
marks obtainable on the papers in each subject on both Ex- 
aminations shall be passed with honors, and each Candidate 
so passed shall receive a diploma certifying to the fact. 

Of the Candidates passed with honors, the first shall be en- 
titled to a Scholarship of $100, the second to a Scholarship of 
|60, and the third to a Scholarship of $40, and each scholar 
shall receive a diploma certifying to the fact. 

Examination for Call to the Bar, ami for Certificate of Fitness, ^ 

No Student-at-Law upon the Books of this Society shall be 
called to the Bar until he shall have been five years, or if a 
graduate, three years, upon the Books ; and no Candidate 
shall be called to the Bar or receive a Certificate of 
Fitness, unless he be of the full aee of 21 years, nor without 
having been previously examined by the Examiners. 

The Examinations for call to the Bar shall take place on the 
Thursday and Friday of the week next before each Term. 

The Examination for Certificate of Fitness, shall take place 
on the Tuesday of the same week. 

The hours for holding the Examinations, and the manner of 
conducting them, shall be the same as those prescribed for the 
Intermediate Examinations. 

The Examiners shall deliver to each respective Candidate a 
copy of the questions to be by him answered, and each such 
Candidate shall then and there, under the supervision of such 
Examiners, frame written answers to such questions, and de- 
liver the same to the Examiners, 
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The answers shall be delivered to the Examiners by 5.30, 
P. M., on the same day on which the questions are received 
for answer. 

The ordinary Examinations prescribed for Call to the Bar 
shall be passea in all cases where special Acts of the Legis- 
lature are obtained for such Call with clauses requiring exam- 
ination by the Society. 

The subjects and books for the Examinations for Call and 
for Certificate of Fitness respectively, shall be those mention- 
ed in the Law Curriculum for the time being for Final Exam- 
inations. 

Notice of Intended Application for GalL 

Every Candidate for Call to the Bar, must cause a written 
notice in the form approved of by the Society, of his intention 
to present himself for Call, signed by a Bencher xo be given to 
the Secretary at his office in Osgoode Hall, some day in the 
Term next preceeding that on which he intends so to present 
himself. 

The Secretary shall, on or before the second Saturday of 
every Vacation, make out two lists containing the names, ad- 
ditions, and residences of aU the Candidates for Call, on be- 
half of whom notices of presentation have been regularly ^ven, 
and shall affix one of such lists in a conspicuous place in his 
office, and the other in Convocation Chamber. 

The Sub-Treasurer shall, on the first day of every Term, 
make a report in writing to the Convocation stating — 

(1) That in the preceeding Term notice of presentation 
had been properly given for such Candidate. 

(2) The day of the admission of such Candidate into the 
Society. 

(3) The Class of the Examination passed by such Candi- 
date at the time of his admission, and 

(4) The Intermediate Examinations passed such Candi- 
date ; to which report he shall append such Candi- 
date's petition and presentation. 

Presentation for Call, 

Every Candidate for Call to the Bar must be presented to 
the Convocation by an instrument in writing, signed by a 
Barrister of Ontario, and execute a bond to the Society, with 
certificate. 

Bonds to be given by Barristers, 

Every gentleman shall, previous to his Call to the Bar, 
ive a bond to the Corporation in the penal sum of four hun- 
red dollars, with two responsible sureties to be approved of 
by the Treasurer. 
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Every member of the Society, shall, after his call to Uie 
Bar, pay to the Society, through its Treasurer, a Term fee #f 
$2 per amium. 

Deposit of Petition^ Presentation^ Bondj and Fees. 

Every Student upon the Books of the Society, being a Can- 
didate for Call to the degree of Barrister-at-Law, whose period 
of standing on the Books entitling him to present himself, has 
expired or will expire during the ensuing Term, shall on or be-^. 
fore the third Saturday preceding the Term in which su/^ 
Candidate petitions to be called, report himself to, and <;* , 
posit with, the Sub-Treasurer, at Osgoode Hall, his presenta- 
tion and bond, and the amount of fees payable on being called ; 
and the Sub-Treasurer's receipt for such fees shall be suffi- 
cient to entitle the Student to appear before the Examiners, 
and to be by them examined for Call. 

He shall, at the same time and place, deposit with the Sub- 
Treasurer his petition for Call, which petition shall contain a 
statement of his age, of the day on which the period of his 
standing on the books, necessary to entitle him to be called to 
the Bar, expired or will expire, the Intermediate Examin- 
ations he has passed, and the names of the persons under 
whose superiuten dance he has received his professional educa- 
tion, which shall be deposited with the Sulj-Treasurer at least 
fourteen days before the first day of the Term the Student shall 
desire to be a Candidate. 

The Oral Examinations for Call shall take place on Friday 
and Saturday before Term. 

"No Examination shall be had upon any other day unless 
upon adjournment of all or any Examination not had or com - 
pleted. 

Every member of the Society on the Common Roll, being a 
candidate for Call to the Bar shall, when passed, be admitted 
to the Degree of Barrister in the order of precedence on the 
common Roll, unless the Convocation, at the time of his Ex- 
amination being passed, otherwise order, and every candidate 
for Call to the Bar, by virtue of his having been called to any 
other Bar, shall, when called, take precedence next after the 
members of the Society of longer standing on the books called 
upon the same day. 

Every gentleman, upon his being called to the Bar, shall ap- 
pear before the Convocation in the Costume of a Barrister ap- 
pearing in Court, for the purpose of his being presented to the 
Superior Courts ; and he may be so presented by any Bencher 
present in Court. 

In case a quorum of five Benchers do not attend in Convo- 
cation on any day, or any adjournment thereof, the Benchers 
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pr^ent, (being not less than three), may, after the lapse of 
half an hour iSyond the hour appointed for the meeting, pro- 
ceed in the name and on the behalf of the Society, to dispose 
of any application for admission on the books as students, or 
of any application for Call or for certificate of Fitness, by any 
persons whose petitions stand regularly on the order of such 
day to be proceeded with, and may hold and dispose of exam- 
inations and applications as such Benchers deem proper ; and 
the action of such Benchers thereon, shall have the like valid- 
ty and effect as if the same had been disposed of in fuU Con- 
" ition. 

Certificates of Fitness for Admission as Attorneys or Solicitors, 

All applications for Certificates of Fitness for Attorney or 
Solicitor under the Act shall be by petition in writing, ad- 
dressed to the Benchers of the Society in Convocation, and 
every such petition, together with the documents required by, 
and the fees payable to this Society under the said Act, or 
under the rules of the said Courts, or those of this Society, 
shall be left with the Secretary of the Society at Osgoode HaU, 
on or before the third Saturday next before the term in which 
such a petition is to be presented, and the Sub-Treasurer's re- 
ceipt for such fees shall be suficient authority to the " Exam- 
iners " to examine the applicant by written or printed ques- 
tions. 

Every Candidate for a Certificate of Fitness for an Attorney 
or Solicitor under the said Act, shall with his petition for such 
certificate, leave with the Secretary of the Society at Osgoode 
Hall, answers to the several questions hereunder set forth in 
schedules, A. and B., and respectively signed by the Articled 
Clerk himself, and by the Attorney or Solicitor with whom 
such Articled Clerk has served his clerkship, together with the 
certificate in the said last-mentioned schedule also contained. 

In case any such Candidate at the time of leaving his peti- 
tion for Certificate of Fitness and papers, with the Secretary 
of this Society as hereinbefore provided, proves to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Secretary, that it has not been in his power to 
procure the answers to the questions from the Attorney or 
Solicitor with whom he may have served any part of the time 
under his articles, or from the agent of such Attorney or the 
certificate of service therein also contained, the said Secretary 
shall state such circumstances specially in his report to Con- 
vocation on such Articled Clerk's petition. 

Examination for Certificate of Fitness, 

Candidates for Certificates of Fitness shall be examined in 
'writing, and orally in like manner as Candidates for Call 
** simply,'*

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The Secretary shall report upon the petition of every Can- 
didate for Certiticate of Fitness for Attorney or Solicitor, and 
such report, together with the petitions and documents to 
which tney refer, shall be laid on the table of Convocation on 
the first day of term ; he shall also make a Supplementary Re- 
port upon the articles of clerkship when received by him, of 
applicants whose term'of service expires during the Term- 

SCHEDULE A.

Schedule B.

1st. Has A. B. served the whole term of his articles at the 
office where you carry on your business ? And if not, state 
the reason. 

2nd. Has the said A. B., at any time during the term of^ 
his articles, been absent without your permission ? And if s; 
gtate the length and occasion of such absence. 

3rd. Has the said A. B. , during the period of his articles, 
been engaged or concerned in any profession, business, or em- 
ployment other than his professional employment as your 
articled clerk ? 

4th. Has the said A. B. , during the whole term of his 
clerkship, with the exceptions above mentioned, been faith* 
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fully and diligently employed in your professional business of 
an Attorney or Solicitor ? 

5th. Has the said A. B. , since the expiration of his articles, 
been engaged or concerned, and for how long a time in any, 
and what profession, trade, business, or employment other 
than the profession of an Attorney or Solicitor ? 

6th. Anl I do hereby certify that the said A. B. has didy 
and faithfully served under his articles of clerkship (or asssign- 
ment. as the case may be) bearing date, &c., for the term 
therein expressed ; and that he is a tit and proper person to be 
admitted as an Attorney. 

No Certificate of Fitness shall be signed or issued to the 
parties entitled till after the rising of Convocation on the day 
on which Convocation shall have ordered that they should re- 
ceive their certificate unless it shall be convenient for the 
Treasurer, or Chairman for the time being of Convocation to 
sign the same before the rising of Convocation on that day. 

Honor Examinations and Rewards of Ment in Connection with 
Call to the Bar, 

Before each Term the persons who obtain at least three- 
fourths of the marks obtainable on the papers at the Examin- 
ation for Call, and ab least one-third of the marks obtainable 
on the paper on each subject, shall be entitled to present 
themselves on the following day for a further written 
Examination for Honors in the same subjects, embracing the 
same number of questions, with the same aggregate value of 
marks obtainable in each subject. 

The persons obtaining at least three-fourths of the aggre- 
gate number of marks obtainable on the Papers in both the 
Pass and the Honor Examinations and at least one half of the 
aggregate marks obtainable on the Papers in each subject in 
both Examinations, shall be called with Honors, and the 
Diploma of each person so called shall certify to his Call with 
Honors. 

Of the persons called with Honors the first three shall be 
entitled to Medals, on the following conditions : — 

The First : if he has Passed both Intermediate Examin- 
ations with Honors, to a Gold Medal otherwise to a Sil- 
ver Medal : 
The Second : if he has Passed both Intermediate Exam- 
inations with Honors, to a Silver Medal, otherwise to a 
Bronze Medal : 
The Third : if he has Passed both Intermediate Examin- 
ations with Honors, to a Bronze Medal, and the Diplo- 
ma of each Medallist shall certify to his being such 
medallist. 
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For the purposes of this rule only, the passing of any Inter- n 
mediate Examination previously taken without an Om, shall 
be deemed equivalent to passing such Examination with 
Honors. 



Utiles for the Call of Barristers in Special Ca^es Under Revised 
Statutes, OntariOy Cliapter 138, Section 38. 

The following persons may, as special cases, be called to 
practice at the Bar in Ontario : 

1. Any person who has been duly admitted and enrolled, 
and has been in actual practice as an Attorney and Solicitor 
of the Superior Courts of Ontario, or as a Solicitor of the Su- 
preme Court of Judicature in England, or as an Attorney or 
Solicitor in theCourts of Chancery, Queen's Bench, Common 
Pleas, or Exchequer, in Ireland, or as a Writer to the Signet 
or Solicitor in the Superior Courts of Scotland, or an Attorney 
or Solicitor in the Superior Courts of the other Provinces of 
the Dominion in which the same privilege is extended to 
Attorneys and Solicitors of Ontario. 

2. Any person who has been duly called to the Bar by any 
of the Inns of Court, or Societies having authority to call to 
the Bar of any of the Superior Courts of England, Ireland, or 
Scotland. 

3. Any person who has been duly called to the Bar of any 
of the Superior Courts of the other Provinces of the Dominion 
in which the same privilege is extended to Barristers of 
Ontario. 

Every such person before being called to the Bar shall fur- 
nish proof — 

1. That notice of his intention to apply for call to the Bar 
was given during the term next preceding that in which he 
presents himself for call, and was also published for at least two 
months preceding such last mentioned term in the Ontario 
Gazette. 

2. That he was duly admitted and enrolled, and has been in 
actual practice as an Attorney, or Solicitor, or Writer, as 
mentioned in sub-section 1 of rule 94, and that he still remains 
duly enrolled as such, and in good standing ; and that since 
his admission, as aforesaid, no adverse application had been 
made to any Court or Courts to strike him off the roU of any 
Court, or otherwise to disqualify him from practice as sucn 
Attorney, Solicitor, or Writer, and that no charge is pending 
against him for professional or other misconduct. 

3. Or that he was duly called to, and is still a member in 
good standing of the Bar, as mentioned in sub-section 2 and 3 
of rule 94, and that since his call no adverse application ha4 
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been made to disbar, or otherwise to disqualify him from prac- 
tice at the Bar of which he claims to be a member, and that 
no charge is pending against him for professional or other mis- 
conduct. 

4. That he has passed one or more examinations as herein- 
after prescribed, 

(1 .) An Attorney, Solicitor, or Writer, of at least five years* 
standing on the BoUs of any of the Courts mentioned in the 
said sub-section 1, shall be examined with the 
ordinary candidates for Call in the subjects prescribed for the 
final examination of Students-at-Law. 

(2. ) An Attorney or Solicitor, or Writer, under five years' 
staiiding on the rolls of any of the Courts mentioned in the 
said sub-section 1, shall be examined with candidates 
for admission in the subjects prescribed for the primary 
examination of Students-at-Law, and with the ordinary candi- 
dates for call in the subjects prescribed for the final examin- 
ation of Students-at-Law, and such examinations may be pass- 
ed at the one term or otherwise, as the candidate may desire. 

(3.) A Barrister, as mentioned in sub-sections 2 and 3, 
shall pass such examination as may be prescribed at 
the time of his application for call. 

The fees payable by such candidates for call to the Bar, in 
addition to the ordinary fees payable for admission and for call 
shall be the sum of two hundred dollars. 

Hules for the Admission of Attorneys and Solicitors in Special 
Cases Under Revised Statutes, Ontario, Chapter 1S8, Section 

The following persons may, as special cases, be admitted 
and enrolled as Attorneys and Solicitors of the Superior 
Courts of Ontario : 

1. Any person who has been duly called to practice at the 
Bar in Ontario or in any of the Superior Courts, not having 
merely local jurisdiction, in England, Ireland, or Scotland, or 
in any of the Superior Courts in other Provinces of the Dom- 
inion, in which the same privilege is extended to Barristers of 
Ontario. 

2. Any person who has been duly admitted and enrolled as 
a Solicitor in the Supreme Court of Judicature in England, 
or as an Attorney and Solicitor in the Courts of Chancery, 
Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, or Exchequer, in Ireland, or 
as a Writer to the Signet, or Solicitor in the Superior Courts 
of Scotland, or as an Attorney or Solicitor in the Superior 
Courts of the other Provinces of the Dominion in which the 
same privilege is extended to Attorneys and Solicitors of 
Ontario. 
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Every such person before being admitted to practice as an 
Attorney and Solicitor, shall furnish proof : — 

1. A Barrister, as mentioned in sub-section 1, 
that he has for three years prior to such application, been in 
actual practice as such Barrister, and resident in the country 
in which he has been so called to the Bar. 

2. An Attorney, Solicitor, or Writer, that he has for live 
years prior to such application, been in actual practice as such 
Attorney, Solicitor, or Writer, and resident in the country, in 
which he has been so admitted ; or, that he was bound by a 
contract in writing to a practising Attorney or Solicitor in 
Ontario to serve him as his articled clerk for the period of one 
year. 

3. That in case of service as above mentioned, he duly serv- 
ed during the Term specified in his contract of service, and 
was during the whole of such Term actually employed in the 
proper practice or business of an Attorney or Solicitor, by the 
Attorney or Solicitor to whom he was bound, or for a portion 
of such term, by the Professional Agent of such Attorney or 
Solicitor in Toronto. 

4. That he has passed the usual examination in the sub- 
jects prescribed for the examination of candidates for certifi- 
cates of Fitness to practice as Attorneys and Solicitors in 
Ontario. 

5. That notice of his intention to a^ply for admission as such 
Attorney and Solicitor was given during the Term next pre- 
ceding that in which he presents himself for examination and 
admission, and was also published for at least two months pre- 
ceding such last mentioned Term in the Ontario Oazette. 

6. In the case of a Barrister, that prior to his application, 
he was duly called to the Bar as mentioned in sub-section 1 ; 
and that since his call he has been in actual practice 
and resident as mentioned in sub section 1 of rule 98 ; and 
that no application had been made to disbar or otherwise to 
disqualify him from practice at the Bar, of which he claims to 
be a member, and that no charge is pending against him for 
professional or other misconduct. 

7. In the case of an Attorney, Solicitor, or Writer, that he 
was duly sworn, admitted, and enrolled an Attorney, or Soli- 
citor, or "Writer, as mentioned in sub-section 2 of rule 97 ; and 
that since his admission as aforesaid he has been in actual 
practice and resident as mentioned in sub-section 2 of rule 98 ; 
and that no application had been made to any such Court or 
Courts to strike him off the roll of any such Court, or other- 
wise disqualify him from practice as such Attorney, Solicitor 
or Writer, and that no charge is pending against him for pro- 
fessional or other misconduct. 
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The fees payable by such Candidates for admission to prac- 
tice, in addition to the ordinary fees for articled clerks and for 
admission, shall be the sum of two hundred dollars. 

Fees, 

Every student upon his admission shall pay the sum of $50, 
and the further sum of $100 when called to the Bar. 

In case any Candidate for Examination for Articled Clerk, 
or for admission on the books as a Student, or for call to the 
Bar, or for a Certificate of Fitness for an Attorney or Solicitor, 
fails to pass the necessary Examination, or be rejected on any 
other ground, the fee required to be deposited by him for the 
use of the Society according to the Statute or the Rules of the 
Society, shall be returned to him by the Treasurer less $10 

Every Candidate shall pay with his Notice for 

Admission as Student-at-Law $ 1 00 

And previous to his Examination. 50 00 

Every Candidate for Examination for Articled 

Clerk with his Notice shall pay $ 1 00 

And previous to his Examination 40 00 

Every Candidate with Notice of Call to the De- 
gree of Barrister-at-Law shall pay $ 1 00 

And previous to his Examination 100 00 

Every Candidate for Certificate of Fitness shall 

on leaving Articles pay $60 00 

On every petition to Convocation for special 

relief $200 

For every Certificate of Admission as Student- 
at-Law, if required $ 1 00 

For every Certificate of having passed the 
Articled Clerk's Examination (Primary), 
if required : $ 1 00 

For every Barrister's Diploma, if required $ 2 00 

Every Candid cate for call to the Bar or Certifi- 
cate of Fitness, who, having paid his Fees 
or filed his papers, fails to attend the Ex- 
amination, shall forfeit for each Examin- 
ation $ 5 00 

Whenever an Attorney receives a Certificate of Fitness as 
an Attorney, entitled under either a special statute or General 
Statutes applying to Attorneys of the Courts of the United 
Kingdom or Colonies, he shall pay the full fees as if he had 
been articled and admitted after the usual service in Ontario, 
in addition to the special fee. 
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Annual CertificcUe Fees. 

In case any Attorney or Solicitor of any of the Superior 
Courts dersirous of obtaining his Annual Certificate, according 
to the provisions of the Statute in that behalf, pays on any 
day within the Term of Michaelmas, in any year, to the Trea- 
surer of this Society, the sums hereinafter mentioned according 
to the scale set forth in the Schedule hereunto annexed, to- 
gether with all such other fees and dues, if any, as by the said 
statutes are required to be paid by him on obtaining such an 
Annual Certificate, such Attorney or Solicitor shall be there- 
upon entitled to such certificate or certificates respectively for 
the year commencing with the first day of such Michaelmas 
Term ; and such certificate or certificates shall be thereupon 
jssued to him by the Secretary of this society, as provided by 
^he said statute. 

For Certificates for all of the said Courts $15 00 

For a Certificate of any of the said Courts 

separately 15 00 

The sum of fifteen dollars, payable by each Attorney or Soli- 
citor for his Annual Certificate, shall not include the fee of 
two dollars per annum payable by each Barrister under Rule 
74. 

The fines for not taking out Certificates in due time shall be 
as follows : — If such Certificate be not taken out before the 
first day of Hilary Term in addition to the usual fee for certi- 
ficates, the further sum of six dollars. If not taken out be- 
fore the first day of Easter Term, the further sum of nine 
dollars in addition to the usual fee for certificates ; and if not 
taken out before the first day of Trinity Term, the sum of 
twelve dollars in addition to the usual fee for taking out certi- 
ficates. 

A record shall be kept by the Secretary of unpaid certifi- 
cates and Term fees, with a view to the easy ascertainment of 
the amount of defaults. 

A fee of two dollars shall be paid to the Secretary of the 
Society for the use of the Society on the presentation of every 
petition to the Benchers for special relief. 

Suspension of Barristers Struck off" the Moll of Attorneys or 
Solicitors by any of the Superior Courts. 

Upon any order being made by any of Her Majesty's Super- 
ior Courts of Law and Equity in Upper Canada, whereby any 
person being at the time a member^of this Society is ordered 
to be struck off the Roll of Attorneys or Solicitors of such 
( /ourt, and whereby it is also further ordered, that such order 
shall be transmitted by the proper oflScer of such Court to the 
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Treasurer of this Society ; such person so ordered to be struck 
off the Rolls of such Court shall, ipso facto, be suspended from 
the exercise of all and singular the rights, powers, and pri- 
vileges belonging to him in this Society, or elsewhere, as a 
member thereof, and such suspension shall continue until such 
person be restored to the Rolls of such Court as an Attorney 
or Solicitor thereof, and also to the Rolls of such other of the 
said Courts as may, on communication of such order or other- 
wise, hare ordered him to be struck off their Rolls respectively. 

Such suspension shall in no respect be deemed as affirmation 
on the part of this society, or any of the authorities thereof, of 
the correctness of the grounds upon which the decision of such 
Court or Courts is founded, but as a mere legal consequence 
attached to such decision. 

Such suspension shall not preclude the adoption of proceed- 
ings by impeachment or otherwise, according to the course of 
this Society, before the Benchers thereof in Convocation for 
disbarring and expelling such person from this Society, on the 
same grounds upon which any such Court may have proceeded 
to remove him from their Rolls, or any other that may render 
such proceeding necessary or proper in that behalf. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of this Society on re- 
ceipt of any such order from the proper officer of any of the 
said Courts, to lay the same before the Benchers of this Society 
in Convocation at the next meeting ; and the same shall be 
thereupon entered at length upon the Journal of Convocation, 
but no entry of such suspension shall be entered upon the 
Rolls of this Society. 

Upon the Treasurer of the Society being informed of orders 
having been made by the said Courts, or by the Courts which 
removed any such person from their Rolls as aforesaid, for the 
restoration of such person to such Rolls, it shall be his duty to 
procure office copies of such orders so restoring such person to 
the Rolls of such Courts, and to lay the same before the Bench- 
ers of this Society in Convocation at their next meeting, and 
the same shall thereupon be entered at length upon the Jour- 
nals of Convocation. 

The Secretary shall, after the entry upon the Journals of 
Convocation of the order of any of the Superior Courts order- 
ing a member of the Society to be struck off the Roll of At- 
torneys or Solicitors of such Courts, notify by letter each of 
the Judges of the Superior Courts, and the Judges of the 
County Courts of the counties in which the member of the 
Society affected by such order has practised, and also the 
said member himself, that the said order has been made and 
transmitted to the Treasurer of the Society, and the Secretary 
shall enclose therein for the information of the person address- 
ed a copy of the foregoing rule. 
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In every matter wherever application shall be made to any 
of the Superior Courts, or to any of the Judges thereof, against 
an Attorney or Solicitor for njiscoudnct, the Reporters shall 
give in their Reports, the stjde of the matter and name of the 
Attorney or Solicitor if a rule be made absolute therein against 
the Attorney or Solicitor for such misconduct. 

No petition praying for any special relief respecting fees or 
the examination, or period of study, of any Student-at-Law, 
or Candidate for Call, as Barrister ; or respecting the service, 
articles of clerkship, or examination of any articled clerk, or 
candidate for certificate of Fitness ; or respecting any Inter- 
mediate or Primary Examination, be considered by Convoca- 
tion, until after having been referred to and reported upon by 
a Standing or Special Committee ; and every such petition 
(except a petition respecting fees which is to stand referred to 
the Finance Committee) shall forthwith on its receipt by the 
Secretary, stand referred to the Legal Education Committee, 
and shall be transmitted by the Secretary to the Chairman of 
that Committee for its report. 

Rules as to Computation of Time, 

In the computation of time entitling Students or Articled 
Clerks to pass Examinations to be called to the Bar or receive 
Certificate of Fitness Examinations passed before or during 
Term shall be construed as passed at the actual date of the 
Examination, or as of the first day of Term, whichever shall 
be most favorable to the Student or Clerk, and all Students 
entered on the books of the Society during any Term shall be 
deemed to have been so entered -on the firstday of the Term.
